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rs Organize -- And Strike 
. Against Wage Cuts 


Executive Council of the American Federation of Labor has made 
eircom about wage cuts. It is not the first announcement 
these fascist betrayers of the interests of the workers have made. In 
November, 1929, the A. F. of L. leadership participated in and approved 
of the Hoover “Conference to Maintain Prosperity,” in which the A. F. 
of L. leadership pledged “No Strikes,” supposedly in exchange of a 
“pledge” of the employers not to cut wages. , 

However, wage cuts began at once and went on until today, and today 
the employers are engaged in a wide and intensive drive against wages. 
The A. F. of L. leadership from the time of the 1929 conference have 
aided the employers to cut wages by three especial policies: 


They suppressed and broken strikes against wage cuts, trying 
es ‘eatity thie by the falsehood that strikes cannot be won in times of 
unemloyment. They have pointed to the unemployed, as. do the 
bosses, as a “reason” why the employed workers should accept a wage 
cut, but they have fought tooth and nail against the movement for Un- 
emp Insurance that would take this weapon of mass hunger away 
from the employers. The Danville, Elizabethtown strikes, broken and 
betrayed by the A. F. of L., testify to the dishonesty of their pretensions. 


They not accepted, but actively pushed the wage cuts 
against the workers initiated by Hoover with bis “stagger” plan of em- 
ployment, whereby the burden of the crisis is unloaded onto the employed 
workers of “sharing” employment with the unemployed, thus immediately 
cutting the wages of those employed, while the unemployed who are sup- 
posed to benefit are also put on a starvation standard and each set 
against cach other, instead of the employers and the government being 
forced to pay Unemployment Insurance at full wages. By this means the 
general average wage of the working class has been cut sometimes in 
half—yet these scoundrels of the A. F. of L. now pretend to be against 


wage cuts.” 


3. The A. F. of L. has aided the employers in every possible way to 
speed up the workers, to drive them to a speed that is wrecking their 
very life force, with no increase but rather a decrease of wages, under 
the pretense that “helping the employer helps the worker. This is a 
fixed policy of these fascist leaders of the A. F. of L., though they know 
that increased production per worker without a wage raise of like propor- 
tion—is a wage cut. in. disguise; and even then the speed-up is killing the 


the result of the wage cuts already put over, but ignored by these 
fascist wnion bureaucrats, amounted to somie $12,000,000,000 during 
1930. ‘That is, the working class got that much less wages in 1930 than 
it got in 1929. Why, then, does the A. F. of L. now, today, in the thiddle 
of May, 1931, suddenly make an “announcement” that: . 


“Certain banking interests and certain employers are making 
an attempt to bring about a general reduction in wages.” 


Why only now does the Executive Council of the A. F. of L. discover 
“an attempt” at wage cutting? The answer is that these scoundrels are 
observing an attempt of the workers to fight back, to strike against wage 
cuts! It is this attempt that Green, Woll and the rest of the A. F. of L. 
bureaucrats want to stop. 


Everywhere, the American wage workers are beginning to fight back. 
. strike wave is rising—but it is rising in spite of everything the A. F. of 
u. has done to stop it. 


Only Wednesday the miners of Melrose, Pennsylvania, won a 
strike against the wage cut! Today, the textile workers of the Lex- 
ington Mill at. Pawtucket, Rhode Island, won their strike 100 per 
cent against wage cuts! The Lawrence textile workers recently won 
a strike against wage cuts! These prove that strikes can be won 
in spite of ploy t—providing the workers follow the leader-_ 
ship and militant strike policies of the revolutionary unions of the 
Trade Union Unity League. 


But it is the purpose of the Executive Council of the A. F. of L. to 
defeat this rising strike wave. It therefore comes out, when the workers 
no longer follow their advice not to strike and not to resist wage cuts, 
by calling on them “to resist’—but it consciously avoids telling them how 
to resist; it does not tell them to strike! And, moreover, it discourages 
striking by harping continually on unemployment and laying down a line 
of no strike, but rather an “appeal to employers” (the very idea!) that 
wages should not be cut because it will “hurt the employers.” 


This is not feadership of workers to struggle, but leadership of work- 
ers into hopeless passivity and a betrayal of their interests to the em- 
Bioyers, who will, of course, pay no attention to such stupid “tactics.” 


Workers, you have no other way out but struggle! Employed and 
unemployed alike should rally to the revolutionary unions of the Trade 
Union Unity League to strike against wage cuts! Expose the fascist 
treachery of the A. F. of L. leaders! Unite all forces under T. U. U. L. 
leadership to defeat the wage cuts with strikes! Organize and _ strike 
pseinst wage cuts! 


What About It? 


HE MOVEMENT of the unemployed, of which there are at least ten 

million in the United States, and something near 1,000,000 in New 

York City, is in too many places anything but satisfactory organiza- 
tionally—and this, of course, has political results. 


In New York City, where there are so many hundreds of thousands 
of unemployed, concentrated in a relatively small area, it would seem 
that any leadership, however inert or inept, could hardly avoid having 
a far greater. organization than at present exists in the Unemployed 
Council.

We might suppose, that even cénsidering the inertia of the leader- 
ship, there would have to be some special bar set up to prevent the masses 
of unemployed from flocking to the Unemployed Branches—which are 
affiliated to and send delegates to, the Unemployed Council. 

Rumors have reached the Daily Worker that something of the kind 
actually exists. We hear that the delegates, from the Unemployed 
Branches to the Unemployed Council, delegates who are supposed to be 
elected by the rank and file of the branches, are not so elected; but on 
the contrary are, in fact, selected by the Secretary of the Unemployed 
Council. 


If this is true, it may account for the weakness—or better said—the 
weaknesses, of the Uncmployed Council in the City of New York. Crr- 
tainly these weaknesses arc evident enough to denfand a search for the 
causes, and their removal. It may account for the seeming total lack of 
initiative of the rank and file. 


Perhaps the Secretary of the Unemployed Council of New York 
would favor the Daily’ Worker with an explanation about this reported

4,000,000 IN 
COMING WAR 


Spend $3,000,000 for 
Air War Maneuvers 
in Dayton, Ohio 


WASHINGTON, May 14. — Plans 
are completed for conscripting 4,- 
000,000 American workers for the next 
war in the interest of Wall Street. 
These facts were brought out in the 
testimony of General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, Chief of Staff, testifying be- 
fore the War Policies Commission 
yesterday. ; 

The War Policies Commission, 
headed by Secretary Hurley, and com- 
posed of cabinet members, senators 
and congressmen, is planning for the 
coming imperialist war under the pre- 
text of studying the question of “pro- 
fits in war.” 

General McArthur outlined a plan 
for immediate mobilization of 11,000,- 
000 men out of which 4,000 would 
be put under arms for the imperial- 
ists and other millions would be driy- 
en into the factories as slave labor 
to produce munitions of war. 

In making public this conscription 
plan, General MacArthur said it had 
heretofore been secret but since war 
preparations are becoming a matter 
of more importance every day he 
wanted the ‘public confidence” in 
getting ready for the. coming war. 

At the same time “Hoover who fells 
about economy provides for the ex- 
penditures of $3,000,000 for an air 
war show.

Say Starving 


HARLAN, Ky., May 14—"‘If we 
can’t get help from anyone we are 
goi gnto help ourselves,” declared the 
starving miners of Harlan County 
yesterday, as they held meetings un- 
der the guns of the state militia and 
the armed mine guards. 

There are 20,000 miners nere. Thou- 
sands are locke dout or striking be- 
cause of the determination. of the 
mine operators to enforce the yellow 
dog contract on them, to swindle 
them with short weight at the tipple, 
to allow them only two or three days’ 
work a week, and to cut wages and 
speed up the men at work and to 
lengthen the hours. 

The explicit declaration that the 
miners would refuse ot starve came 
from William Mjghtower, president 
of the Evarts Local of the United 
Mine Workers. The distdict officials 
and Lewis’ office have done nothing 
for’ the miners here, and district 
officials agreed with Governor Samp- 
son to send in troops, telling the 
mi~ers that the troops would dis- 
arm the mine company gunmen, 
with whom the miners have fought 
pitched battles with a loss of five 
lives during the last month. 

Hightower, and other Jocal officers 
have to voice the resentment of the 
men or they will be ousted. 

“Gov. Flem D. Sampson has vio- 
lated his promises in every respect, 
the national guard has sided with 
the cperators in this fight and des- 
tjtute men have received no aid 
srom the Red Cross,” Hightower 
dec'arcd. 

“We are not roing to Ict our fam- 
ilies starve,” he said. “We love our 
wives and children just as munch as 
the operators love theirs. We cer- 
tainly are not going to stand idly 
by and see them suffer. We don’t 
like to take this attitude, but we

Negro and white workers of Sey- 
mann, Conn., are aghast today, fol- 
lowing the exposure of one of the 
most outrageous -frame-ups of Ne- 
groes in the United States and the 
most sensational boss plot against Ne- 
g@roes ever hatched in that state. 

The case is that of Mayor Ray- 
mond EB. Gilyard who terrorized Ne- 
groes following his election a short 
while ago. Gilyard was instrumental 
in having Edward Scott and Harold 
Stanton, Negro workers arrested and 
sentenced to state prison on a charge 
of having defended themselves against 


LOCAL 4 CLIQUE 
STARTS TERROR 
AGAINST JOBLESS 


All Come to Meeting 
Today to Protest 


NEW YORK—The  unhemployéed 
cutters of Local 4 of the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers met again 
yesterday noof in Manhattan Lyceum 
at the call of their Arfrangemeris 
Committee. 

The committee they sent to inter- 
view President Hillman reported. 
They said Hillman told them that 
theif proposal for a 40-hour wéék to 
relieve unemployment could only be 
granted if the cutters would take a 
téh per cent wage cut. Hillman said 
the proposal for a 36-hour week to 
relieve unemployment could only be 
granted if the cutters would accept 
a “standard of production” ‘(which 
wotlld mean practically piece work 
ahd speed-up). 

But even Hillfian had to admit 
that the unemiployed had a right to 
meet, talk over their conditions and 
make Gémands on the local officials. 


Official Terror. 

The Local 4 officials, névertheless. 
it was reported at the méetine, have 
Started a reign of terror agaifist all 
who help organize the unemployed, 
speak for them or show thém any 
Support or sympathy. Max Lesser. 
former president of the local, orneé 
who helped organize the local, Has 
been suspended to shut his mouth. 
He was supporting the demands of 
the unemployed at local meetings. 
and is charged with ‘‘inciting the tn- 
employed to riot aghkirst the offi- 
cials,” and other ridiculous charges. 
He has never been at a meeting of 
the unemployed. The meeting pro- 
tested the attempt to fame up and 
expel Lesser. 

Due to the organized pressure of 
the unemployed last week, the offi- 
cials of Local 4 paid out $10 a man 
to unemployed cutters this weék, But 
not te all. The unemployed, Many 
of them out of work for Ofie of twé 
years, were brought in ih smal 
batches. They found Manager Philip 
Orloffsky (a ‘Tammany politician) 
seated and surrounded by his petty 
officials (socialist politi¢tians). Or- 
joffsky would take a relief slip good 
for $10 in his hand and say to a 
man to whom ten cents lookéd big: 
“Will you go to any meetings of thé 
unemployed?” If the man said, “No,” 
he got the relief. If he said, “Yes,” 
Orloffsky would snafl, “No relief for 
you, get out of here!” 

Thorws Up Dirty Job. 

An old member of the ufiion, Usish- 
kin, unemployed, was given the jéb 
of paying out the relief, at & salary 
of $12 a day. He cotildn’t stand the 
dirty work Orloffsky was making him 
do, and threw the cards afid the $12 
job back in the faces of the élique. 
All this was reported to the unem- 
ployed meeting, and aroused the 
greatest anger. 

The scheme of Orloffsky and his 
gang in control of Local 4 is to bribe 
away some of the jobless, split their 
ranks, and starve out the léaders. 
‘Then he can starve the rest. 

: Come To Meeting. 

There will be a meeting of Lotal 
4 today, in Irving Plaga Hall. The 
unemployed workers at the meeting 
yesterday called on all other cutters 
to come to the local meeting and hélp 
wage the fight of the unemployed 
and employed alike for the 40-hour 
week, against the ten per cent SSs- 
ment, against the double dues, d 
for the reinstatement of Lesser and 
against the officials’ terror and dis- 
crimination.

The climax of the film is the cap- 
luring of a giant Manta. or devi’ 
fish, after an eleven-hour struggle 
When the monsier was finally sub- 
dued, it took nine hours to tow it ti: 

~ eighteen miles to Magdaijena Bay, th 
supply base. The devil fish, ofte 
confused with the octopus, receive 
its name from the two cephalic fit 
which extend upward above tht 
water when it is swirtming. 
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one Charles Buckingham, who ac- 
cused them of “robbing” him. Four 
other Negroes were arrested at the 
same time which gives color to a 
frame-up. 


Following this, Gilyard worker up 
what is called here the almost per- 
fect frame-up against Negroes. He 
committed suicide and made it ap- 
pear he was murdered, so that his 
insurance could be collected. He took 
his automobile out toward Ansonia, 
Conn., and shot a hole into it near 
the driving seat, came back to town 
and confided to one of his allies that 
he had been ambushed. Then on the 
morning of May 12 he started to 
telephone an dthen by whisperifig 
“I've been shot. Three Negroes did 
it,” he hoodwinked the operator, 
Edith Nyack, into Calling the police 
sergeant, William Weido. Following 
this he shot into the wall of his 
Office thréé .22 calibre slugs with one 
pistol and with a <A5 killed himeelf,. 

To make his frame-up more ef- 
fective, the boss mayor had two let- 
ters written to himself. The first one 
stated, “We understand you were in- 
strumental in sending up some Gol- 
ored boys.: We are out to get you. 
S6 get réady to go.’ This letter was 
dated April 14. The second one, un- 
dated, read, “We misséd up to that 
time. But prepare yourself for the 
end.” This last oné Was written in 
a woman’s handwriting. Three Ne- 
gro women were arrested at Derby, 
Conn. 


Local papers published fear here, 
incluuding the New Haven Journal, 
played up sensational stories yéster- 
day morning. Negroes were térror- 
ized. 

Ten of the Negroes arrested are 
reported about to be released late 
today. Threats of lynching léd by 
the state troopers, wholesale arrést- 
ing campaign was All caused by Gil- 
yard’s frame-up act who had a note 
of $1,220 and other financial obliga- 
tions to meet yesterday. He was 
heavily insured.

Capitalism Apologizes for Its. i 
Existence 


There is quite a lot of talk about “planning” 
capitalism. Green and the A. F. of L. official- 
dom are very much worried about capitalism’s 
failing because it can’t plan economy and make 
the two poles meet—production and consump- 
tion. Some capitalist economists talk about 
“planning.” The more the Five-Year Plan in the 
Soviet Union drives to success in the midst of 
the world capitalist crisis, the louder the pleas 
for “capitalist planning.” 

The liberals who yelp about “taking Commun- 
ism away from the Communists” in reality mean 
employing the idea of planned economy, grafting 
it onto capitalist anarchy by the bloody amal- 
gam of fascism. It is just as feasible to plan 
capitalism as to graft a dog’s head on an apple 
tree. Every nerve and fibre of capitalism shrieks 
against planning. Planning means the end of 
capitalism, and capitalism is not ready to com- 
mit suicide. 

The basis of private property, the whole ques- 
tion of the production for profit, the principle 
of the distribution of capital through competi- 
tion—the life blood of capitalism—are choked up 
in any effort to “plan” capitalism on any scale 
sufficient to make a ripple in its economic life. 
None know these facts better than the capital-- 
ists themselves; that is, those capitalists not 
forced to answer embarrassing quéstions in the 
class-rooms. ‘Those at the helm of the profit- 
squeezing machinery, the “59” whose word is law, 
look upon planning as enthusiastically as a ku- 
lak views the success of Socialist collectives. 

We have the staid Commercial and Financial 
Chronicle (April 18, 1931) even quoting poetry 
to ward off this spectre of “planning.” They 
remind the misled capitalist scholastics who 
talk about “planning,” that “The best laid plans 
o’ men and mice gang oft agley.” They wisely 
inform those who do not grasp the fundamental 
laws of capitalism that: “There is no way to 
bring conflicting, competing industries into a 
single ‘plan’.” To bring home the lesson in a 
clearer and sharper manner they point out with 
a remarkable grasp of their class position that: 
‘No ‘plan’ can reconcile our many contradic- 
tions and confusions.” . 

These practical men of capitalism who shy 
free from this oil-and-water theory of planned 
capitalism know that their profit-pumping sys- 
tem must be based on its anarchical] foundation.

APITALISM is now forced to apologize for its 

existence. Tons of newsprint and mountains 

of electrical energy via the radio are being used 

to bolster up the faith of the masses in capital- 

ism. It is a hard job, but the theorists of the 

bosses are inventive and resourceful. They have 
a vivid imagination. 

Secretary of the Treasury, Andrew Mellon, in 
a speech before bankers assembled at the In- 
ternational Chamber of Commerce in Washing- 
ton said on May 5 that “capitalism is still in 
its infancy.” 

Every worker with half an eye open can see 
the gangrenous decay of capitalism; he can see 
capitalism dead in one-sixth of the globe and 
a new socialist civilization growing out of it; 
he can see millions starving to death; the pre- 
parations for a imperialist war to slaughter new 
millions. Yet Andrew Mellon, billionaire ex- 
ploiter, who admits he feasts well at the ban- 
quet of life, mistakes the second childhood of 
capitalism, the antics of decrepid old age, for 

5 “infancy.” 

: And while Mellon sees this infant, fed on the 
blood of millions of workers, growing and ad- 
vancing, other capitalist representatives admit 
more gloomy forebodings. For example, Melvin 
A. Traylor, leading Chicago banker, at the same 
meeting of the International Chamber of Com- 
merce, after viewing the bankruptcy of capital- 
ism, beats his breast and cried: “Why have we 

“ failed?” 

Quite an admission. “Why have we failed?” 
Lest any worker mistake what Mr. Traylor 
means by this deep concern, we must make it 
plain that banker Traylor doesn’t mean “Why 
hes capitalism failed to feed the masses.” Tray- 
lor is concerned about capitalism’s ability to 
continue its ever-expanding process of squeez- 
ing profit out of the masses. 

Traylor, like all capitalist economists, is sorely 
puzzled. He says: “We had an industrial plant 
capable of supplying the satisfiable wants of 
our population,” then why don’t we produce? 
He answers his own question in this manner: 
“Then it was that we lacked foresight and a 
plan.” So, capitalism has no plan; and Traylor, 
seeking to revive the faith in capitalism’s future, 
believes capitalism can have forestght and can 
evolve a plan.

E can still notice in. our units that 

members do not do nearly 
as they could. It is the habit of 
of them to take things easy. Many 
every other unit meeting, and 
weeks that they take for themselves 
invent reasons for not doing any 
for the next two weeks. They spend 
time in looking for excuses as it would 
for doing, even mechanically, the work the 
requires. 
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The units will have to expose a 
for the members not being active -in 
of those who continually refuse to do work 
the unit explain that they must do work in 
the trade union, some declare that they have 
fraction meetings, some must attend meeténgs 
for the protection of the foreign-born, while 
others must work in more or less mysterious 
committees, 
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meeting nights. All of these must be exposed. 
First, the unit buro must inspect the alibis, to 
see if they are true; second, we know that no 
other meetings are arranged for the night of 
the unit meeting, so they should not prevent 
# 100 per cent attendance in the unit. Even 
if there were such meetings, they would not be 
as important as the meeting of the basic or- 
ganization, the unit. 

In addition to the old alibis (sick uncle, dy- 
ing ount, forgetting the address, lumbago, sprain- 
ing one’s wrist) these new ones have come up, 
and they must be kicked out without mercy, 
or the units will never be able to work with 
full force. 


As to those comrades that say their wdrk in 

the mass organizations prevents attending unit 
meetings; the writer knows that these organiza- 
tions hold the work of the Party in high esteem, 
and so give Party members the opportunity to 
attend Party meetings. Besides, even if work 
is assigned for the unit meeting night, the Par- 
ty members must know how to give their as- 
signments to be done by the rank and file mem- 
bers of that organization. 
Comrades must stop making excuses ~— and 
must start doing work instead. Those comrades 
who are really active in the mass organizations 
appear to have time to do unit work also, for 
they know the importance of unit work. 
Comrades who come to unit meetings display- 
ing a worn-out, exhausted figure due to work- 
ing “so much” recently, must take an example 
from them. 

Only by the unit buros inspecting and ex- 
posing the excuses that are used can we get 
rid of our bad tendencies.

“Cio Ahead,” Gary Officials 
Answer Jobless Suicide Threat 


Relief Cut Off; Delegation Demands That 
More Be Given; Force Way Into Office; 
Rush Plans for State Hunger-March 


GARY, Ind., April 27.—Protesting 
the closing off of relief on the excuse 
that all funds appropriated have 
been exhausted, a delegation of 12 
Negro and white workers, men and 
women, from the Gary Unemployed 
Council went to the Calumet Town- 
ship trustees and demanded imme- 
diately the opening of the relief of- 
fice. Hundreds of workers are being 
refused relief now on the excuse that 
the appropriation for poor relief, for 
the month of April amounting to 
only $35,000, has been all given out. 

The state Iegislature several 
months ago passed a law stating that 
the Township Advisory Board must 
decide each month how much is to 
be spent for poor relief in the follow- 
ing month. This law was passed in 
order to limit the unemployed work- 
ers to a diet of slow starvation. Start- 
ing out by giving an average of $15 
@ month in groceries to each family, 
the trustee now refused to give more 
than $5 or $10 a month. On top of 
that a new plan of “forced labor” is 
now being introduced to make the 
workers work three days for a bas- 
ket of groceries. When the commit- 
tee came to the trustee's office they 
found dozens of workers waiting 
there who had been told that they 


‘| could have nothing to eat. 


One woman with four children 
threatened to turn on the gas and 
kill her children and herself. She 
was told “go ahead and do it.” 

When the delegation tried to enter 
the office they were stopped by de- 
tectives who tried to chase them 
away, finally seeing the angry mood 
of the workers, a committee of three 


_| were allowed to interview the trustee, 
Mrs. Wells. She was very angry at! 


the nerve of the unemployed work- 
ers demanding more relief and want- 
ed to know why the unemployed 
workers hadn't saved their money. 
When forced to admit that there 


\yere hundreds starving who could 
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not wait until May 1 for the next 
grocery bill, she excused herself say- 
ing that she only had a certain 
amount to spend and it was all spent 
and she could do nothing about it. 


The Gary Post Tribune stated Fri- 
day that 45 angry workers threatened 
to break into the trustee's office un- 
less the trustee would listen to their 
demafids. 


The Gary Unemployed Council will 
.go again to the trustees next week 
and will take with them hundreds of 
workers whose families are also abso- 
lutely without food. At the same 
time the Unemployed Council is mo- 
bilizing the workers for the May Day 
mass meeting at Turner Hall 114 St. 
and Washington. Also cars are be- 
ing arranged, delegations being elect- 
ed to go to Indianapolis on a hunger 
march starting May 2. Funds are 
badly needed for the hunger march, 
all workers and workers’ organiza- 
tions should send donations to the 
Trade Union Unity League, 240 W.

Enforce “Voluntary” 
Wage Cut on Calumet 
City, Ill., Employes 


CALUMET CITY, Il., May 8.—All 
municipal employes in Calumet City, 
Iil., industrial suburb of Chicago, 
have been made to take a so-called 
voluntary cut in wages of 20 per cent. 
Firemen and policemen, who have 
been getting $160 a month, will now 
get $132. 

The mayor of ‘Calumet City, John 
Jaranowski, announced with a flour- 
ish, that he will take—in salary— 
only $2,000 instead of $2,500. 

The municipal wage cuts are seen 
as forerunners of a general wage 
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Question—The awakening of the masses is 
developing upon correct lines in organizing 
various organizations, like the Ex-Servicemens 
League, the Unemployed Councils, and the 
Tenants League, etc. for the emancipation of 
the working class. Why in Yorkville between 
100th St. and 86th St. is there no Unem- 
ployed Council, no Ex-Servicemen’s League, no 
Tenants’ League, or a workers’ community club. 
In this section the workers are ripe for or- 


ganization. You will get. the support of many 
workers here.—A Comrade. 


Answer The question demands deftnite an- 
swer from the District and the Section. Why, 
when the workers are willing to join the -revo- 
lutionary movement and its organizations, are 
there none of these organizations in various parts 
of the City of New York and of other districts. 
The work’ in the Harlem and Yorkville sections 
has been very weak. There has been only one 
Unemployed Branch in Harlem, and although 
this branch has done some good work, it har 
not spread out. 


At the present time, work is being started 
in various parts of Harlem, including the ter- 
ritory of which the comrade writes. A Tenant‘ 
League, based on the miserable conditions ir 
99th St., and on some concrete cases, has beer 
formed in this territory. Unquestionably, Ten- 
ants Leagues and Unemployed Branches could 
be started in all sections, but there have been 
some obstacles: lack of leadership, plugging work, 
and of consistent activity. These are being ovef+ 
come in part by the new form of work of the 
Unemployed Branches, which will lead to the es-. 
tablishment of such organization in all parts 
of the city. We would suggest to the comrade 
to get in touch with the Unemployed Council 
at 16 W. 2ist St., or the Unemployed Branch 
at 353 Lenox Ave., which will help him in every 
way. And the comrade himself should do all 
he can to get things going. ~ 


As to the Ex-Servicemen’s League, we face 
the same situation. There is a good branch in 
Lower Manhattan, and one was recently estab- 
lished in Harlem. The same obstacles to fur- 
ther development—lack of leadership. But the 
drawing in of new. forces will help materially 
in the growth and spread of this organization 
as well. 


One little, yet very important correction in the 
comrade’s letter: The building up of the revo- 
luitonary crganizations of the working class 15 
essential for the emancipation of the worker.
